But misfortunes 
descanded upon the early settlers, Their 
town was buried by the Indians, and after 
suffering many. priyations théy were after- 
wards compelled to abandon the place. 
Contentions with the Indians, frequent and 
bloody, followed, and “a second attempt to 
build the town in 1542 had o result similar 
to that which had overtaken the former. 
Not until the yoar 1580 did the European 
succeed in their attempts to found a town 
upon the site chosen by Mexpoza. From 
this period the city began to prosper and 
the fow wild cattle which the early settlers 
Llrought with them from Europe multiplied 
so rapidly that a complete change was there- 
by brought about in’ the pampas, In this 
way the beginnings of that trade in hides 
Which has beeome so. extensive was estab=|
